S:vannah, Ga., December 21.—(Special)— 
The movement on foot in Washington to 
secire the establishment of a United States 
marine hospital here has excited much 
interest and attention. Savannah, on ac- 
count of its rank as a seaport, is. entitled 
to weh an institution and in the lack of 
it is far behind the times. The government 
as is known to many has assumed the care 
of the health of every seaman employed 
under the American flag whether in the 
duty of the government or not, and every 
empbye of a tugboat even, who suffers an 
injury has a right to place himself under 


the care and treatment of the United States 


mariie hospital surgeon. 

In addition to caring for its own seamen, 
the service also looks after foreign sailors 
while in American ports for a small com- 
pensation. For the purpose of carrying Out 
the designs of the surgeon 1s 
located at all the important seaports, and 
it is their work to give medical attention 
to sick and disabled seamen. Wilmington 
and Key West both have government hos- 
pitals, but there is none along the Atlantic 
coast between those points. For many 
years two wards in the St. Joseph's in- 
firmary have been used by the service here, 
but they have ago been inade- 
quate to the needs of the service at this 
port, which is the most important on the 
south Atlantic coast. Dr. L. N. Cofer, the 
marine hospital surgeon here, says the 
needs for a hospital at Savannah are very 
apparent, and it is hoped that an active 
interest will be taken in the matter by all 
of Georgia’s representatives in congress. 
The government owns property in the city 
which it has been trying to dispose of even 
at a sacrilfi: and it has been suggestea that 
the oe hte ion built upon that ground. At 
present the facilities for hospital service 
are so cramped that many patients who are 
suffering from wounds can merely have 
them dressed, when they have to return 
to their ships. The question now before 
congress, aid it is hoped that Georgia s rep- 
resentatives will take an active interest in 
urging its importance.

CENTRAL SHOPS TO BE SHUT DOWN 


Judge Speer Orders the Oglethorps Hotel 
to Be Offered at Vublic Sale Again. 
Accident on the Southwestern. 


Macon,Ga., December 21.—(Special.)—Judge 
Speer pussed an order today, directing that 
the Oglethorpe hots at Brunswick be sold 
at public sale to the highest bidder on the 
second Tuesday in February.

President 
Waddell had heard nothing of the proposi- 
tion for the state fair and the Atlanta ex- 
position to unite and hold a joint exposi- 
tion in Atlanta next fall until tne subject 
was mentioned to him today. He 
says this union will be jm- 
possible, for tne society is under 
contract to hold the fair in Macon next year 
and the society willing and anxious to 
fulfill the contract. The Atlanta Exposition 
Company has said nothing to President 
Waddell! about the matter. President Wad- 
dell expects a very large attendance at the 
annual convention of the society at Bruns- 
wick in February.

Mr. Oglésby is strong in his denunciation 
of the president fur his retention in office 
of a republican who seems utterly incapable 
Of appreciating what he is there for. 

What Mr. Oglesby Wrote. 

Here is Mr. Ogilesby'’s letter which the 
Bevernor received yesterday: 

“New Orleans, La., December 19, 1893.— 
dion. Wiliiam J. Northen, Governor, Atian- 
lu, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I have learned 
through my sister of your kind and prompt 
action in addressing the state department 
in behalf of my brother, P. C. Ogiesby, im- 
prisoned in Huvana, and | desire to express 
in the warmest manner wy thanks for your 
intervention in the matter. I was, of 
course, not surprised when I heard of what 
you had done, for 1 knew you were a man 
who could not fuil to respond to a call for 
anything within you to be legitimately done 
for the relief of a fellow creature. 

“It is indeed a great outrage to which 
my brother has been and still is subjected, 
and it should fix the attention of the people 
of the United States upon the fact that a 
democratic president, or perhaps I would

Sul general at Havana through the whole 
of our presidential term, and has retained

the office nearly ten years—an office which 
is one of the most desirable of all the con- 
sulships in the United States service. There 
are scores of good men in Georgia—genuine 
Americans and democrats—who are just as 
capable of filling that office as the present 
incumbent, and some one of whom ought 
to have it and might get it if he were 
made to step down and out. 

“Concerning him, a gentleman now in Ha-

HE'S JUST TWELVE, 


But Master Brown Proves to the Pris- 
oners That He's a Brick. 

A youth of tweive summers, who, by vir- 
tue of his uncut hair, his jeans clothes, his 
cracker dialect and his generai appearance 
of ver@ancy was instantly dubbed “a bloom- 
ing jay,’’ was received in the Fulton county 
jail yesterday morning. He got a warmer 
reception than is usually accorded a pfris- 
oner, but he did not blush with embarrass- 
ment at the attention showered upon him. 
He merely remarked, in an incidental way, 
that it was a pity tnat the fooi-killer died 
with so much work left undone. 

‘Jay’ and “Greeny’’ and ‘‘Hayseed,” as 
he was cailed, was not allowed to retire tu 
his cell in any sort of peace. He was fol- 
lowed by a curious crowd, who maue nu- 
merous remarks as to the advisability of his 
having his hair sheared, etc. He lvoked 
out of the door merely to remark that if 
his hair and clothes suited himseif ‘they 
wuzn't no darned fool in this yere jaii wot’s 
got anything to do with it.’’ 

Not his remarks so much as the spirit and 
manner in which they were uttered oper- 
ated to work the young prisoner into high 
favor and made him the recipient of markel 
honors, which he regarded with caim in- 
difference. When he retired to his slum- 
bers last night if he was alluded to as ‘‘a 
jay’’ at all it was by the bravest prisoner in 
the jail. 

The young prisoner was Luther Brown, 
aged twelve. His home is four miles from 
Duluth, in Gwinnett county. His father is 
John Brown, a farmer. Young Luther is 
not large for his age; his hair is long, his 
trousers are short, his shirt is of homespun 
and his face is slightly dotted with freck- 
les. The charge against him is breaking 
into a revenue warehouse at Duluth. 

Last Th....day afternoon Mr. Charles 
Jett, the prevrietor of a government distil- 
lery at Duluth, was shot by Mr. Frank 
Crenshaw, who has since given himself up 
to the authorities. That same night Mr. 
Jett’s liquor warehouse was broken open 
and robbed of quite a quantity of whisky, 
it is impossible to tell exactly how much. A 
barrel containing forty-seven gallons was 
found 200 yards from the warehouse, half 
of its contents missing. 

Tracks were found around the warehouse 
and these were followed several miles 
away, and led in the vicinity of John 
Brown’s home. Brown and S. B. Langley 
were found at Brown's home with about a 
gallon of whisky, with which they were 
making merry. They were arrested and 
brought to Atlanta. The officers were not 
Satisfied with the result of their investiga- 
tions and returned to the scene of the rob- 
bery. They had a talk with young Luther 
Brown and he made‘a full breast of the af- 
fair to them. He stated that he was one of 
a party of four which broke open the ware- 
house, and he gave the names of the four. 
It was learned that Jodhn Brown, the father 
of the boy, was away from home‘ at the 
time, and that young Luther joined the 
party of his own volition. Luther Brown 
told the officers that Langley was @®@ne of 
the party. 

Luther Brown was brought to Atlanta 
yesterday and took the place of his father 
in jail. John Brown was released and the 
officers returned to Duluth to capture the 
two other men who are connected with the 
affair. Young Brown disdainfully refused 
to be interviewed yesterday afternoon. He 
refused to answer a single question relating 
to the burglary, and carried himself in a 
way which met with high approval among 
the prisoners in the jail. 

"EF ye want to know anything ’bout this 
case ye won’t know it fum me, I’ll tell yo 
dat,” he announced decisively, and he stub- 
bormy held to his statement.
